Preaching that day, he went to bed before it was 

Night) not having any Imagination or Previous 
Thought, how if Chriſt ſhould appear, on a ſudden he had 
an Appearance of Jeſus Chriſt to him 1n a deep Scarlet 
Robe down to his Feet, far ſurpaſſing any thing in Natures 
immediately his Eyes were carricd trom his Garments to

MI: Maſon himſelf ſaid, That on the 16th of April

his Countenance, which was moſt comely and Majeſtick; 


Majeſty enough to ſtrike Terror into Ten thouſand Blaſ- 
pbemers,and yet Pleaſant to behold: he ſays he was with- 
Out fear or Raptures of Joy at this appearance, and it did 
end without Prayer or praiſes , no ſooner was the Ap- 
pearance over but his Imagination ſunk and he could no 
more tha: night recall to mind, what he had ſeen, next day 
all came into his mind which broke him all 1n peices. 
Upon giving this Relation he was ask'd whether he thought 
this Appearance was ſome ſhape aſlumed, or the Real per- 
ſon of the Mediator? to which he Anſwered, that it was 
the real perſon of the Mediator, that was at the Right 
hand of God ; And further Added that .the Ark of the 
Teſtimony had appeared in the Temple of the Lord, and 


faid that with thoſe Eyesof his he had ſeen the holy one 


of 1ſrael face to face as plainly as he ſaw the face of any 
perſon in the Room ſftedfoſtly looking upon them, it was 
azked Mr. Maſon, whether it were lawſul for perſons to 
leave their ſecular concerns and come and relide there? 
at firſt he ſeemed to be Sy at the 2ueſtion,and ſaid, 
'twas not fit to be asked, but afterward: replyed in an 
ordinary Cafe, it was not Lawf#l, bat that in an Extra- 
ordinary it was zand further added,he that hath been wait- 
ing for his Friend a long time, ſhould he not wait upon 
him when he was come ? ſo theſe Poor ſouls have been 
waiting for Chriſt a great while, and ſhall they not wait 
upon kim now he is come? God will ſo open the eyes of 
bis Mznii#ers in theſe Nations, that they ſhould not only 
come thither for ſafety, but to pay homage to Chrift; he 
ſaid further,that this Nation ſhould be turned into a Lake, 


and God's Lots are gathered out of it, he ſaid further, 


that he was as truly a Prophet as the Prophet T/aias was; 
and he ſaid further Concerning the Appearance of _ 
tat

that he bad proteſted it, and ſworn it and was ready to 
ſwear it again, but he thought there was no need of it; he 
did farther add,that the Tejtimony was declared, received, 
believed, the Saints were Gathered, Chriſt was come. 
Thus far Mr. Maſon's own words. 

What follows was by Valantine Evans and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Holes, his ſiſter in Law, deputed by him, being ſo * 
faint that he was not Capable of further diſcourſe. 

I. Concerning Chriſts Perſonal Reign, Mr. Mafon doth 
not af{lert Chriſts viſible Preſence the Thouſand Years, 
nor the time of his viſible Appearerce, but that the Glory 
of Chriſt ſhall ſo light the C3zy of the new Jeruſalem, that 
tho there be $un, Moon, Stars, and Candles, yet there 
will be no need of them. 

2. Concerning Flies, Mr. Maſoz doth poſitively aflert 
himſelf to be the Elias, Meſſenger, or Harbinger of Chrift, 
and that he, as Elias, hath delivered his Meſſage, and f- 
niſhed his Teſtimony, which has been Four Years a doing, 
and has but little more to ſay to ther. 

3. Concerning the place of Chriſt's Appearance. That that 
Town (viz. Water-Stratford) was the place where Chriſt 
would viſibly appear, and where all the Saints of God in 
this Nation ſhould be gathered together to himsz and that 
Chriſt was already come, and was not only Really, bur 
Perſonally with them, tho not Viſibly. They repeatedit 
over and over, He is come, Hes come. And they faid, that 
that place ſha]] not go under theName of IV ater-Stratford, 
but of Zyor. They do not aflert, That the Saints of God 
{hall begathered to that Houſe or Yard, but thereabour: ; 
and from thence be carried away to that ſpot of grourd 
that was fiftcen Thouſand Furlongs ſquare 3 and at their 
going along the (zemtzle Believers would coiric 1n to Chriſt, 
and the Jews would be converted. 

B 2 4. Cons 
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4- Concerning having T hings common amongſt them, and 
Proviſions, They had all things common among them, at 
- their firft coming together, which was Thurſday in Faſter 
Week. They had 50/1. worth of Cheeſe And they have 
now (the Tueſday ſeven-night before Whitſuntide) 6 Fat 
Cattle, 60 Fat Sheep, 6 Milch Cows, 3o quarter of Wheat, 
belides other Proviſions. Their Beds are in the Houle, ſe- 
vera) in a Room, and many in the Barn that 1s near the 
Houſe, which is not able to contain them. They ſay, that 
when what they have is ſpent, God willeither provide for them 
in an ordinary, or an extraordinary way ; their Bread ſhall 
be given them, and their Water ſhall be ſure. There is no 
Work done amongſt them, but what is concerning Houſ- 
hold Afairs, as waſhing, brewing, dreſling of Grain, thre- 
thing, milking, and drefſing of Mear. 
5. The Number of perſous, They ſaid, there was near 
100 of ther, Ten whole Families,more Women and Chil- 
dren than Men, ſome ſmall ſacking Children. They told 
us, T hat one man of their company,as he was going to his own 
Houſe from Maſon's, not being quite brought off ſrom the 
World, had an Appearance of Two Angels in hite, one be- 
fore him, and the other behind him, being at that time within 
a tile of his own Houſe, which was 5 vr 6 miles from Mr.Ma- 
ſon's;by which appearance it was given in upon his mind, that 
he was to return back azain to Mr. Maſon's 5 and according- 
ly did return that Night, the Angels accompanying him till 
he came within a mile of Mr.Maſon's Houſe, only «s he went 
through a Town they diſappeared. 

6. Concerning their Employment. Mr. Maſon did preach 
Twice every day while he had ſtrength. There was Prayer 
among them in commonevery day. They had liberty every 
one to retire by themſelves as oft as they pleaſed. There 


was continual ſinging, and intermixed dancing by Men, 
Wo. 
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Women and Children, Night und Day, with clapping of 


' their hands, except at Meals and Prayerz when ſome gave 


over others began,cvery one beingat liberty to begin and 
leave-off when they pleaſed, the Lords ſupper they ſay 
as to them isat an end,Chriſt being, Come 3 They do ap. 
prove of all forts of Muſick, whatever theMulttioners were, 
they did uſe it occaſionally,as perfons came that had skill, 

and ſaid they found great raiſingsof their affedions by it, 

Particularly they uſed the Tabret and the Pipe. 

7, Concerning their Dying. Mr. Maſon himſclf was 
aſſured. thati/he ſhould not dye, Chriſt being -come he 
ſhould Reign with him a thouſand years, fundry of his 
followers were of the ſame mind with reſpect to them- 
ſclves. Valentine Evans being asked whether he thought 
he ſhould not dye, made Anſwer ſtriking ' his. hand up- 
on his breaſt, by grace I am aſſured I ſhall never dye. 
Though Mr. Maſon was as weak as poſhible, yet they 
preſumed on an aſſurance of his Recovery. 

8, Concernizg Antichriſt. It being urged that Antichriſt 
was not fallen, nor the Txrk, down, both ſuppoſed ro 
be prelimirary to the Coming of Chriſt, they Re- 
plyed Antichriſt is fallen, and the Twrk is. thrown- 
down 1n the ſpirit and myſtery, Miniſterially fallen, the 
decree 1s declared from the Throne of the eternal God, 
tho not Executed 5 Chriſt takes Poſition of his King- 
dom, when there are a great 'many thiogs that do ot- 
fend, but he will Purge them all away. 


A further Account ofi ſeveral Remarkable 
Paſſages in the Life and Death of Mr. 
John Maſon, late Miniſter of W ater- 
Stratford, as they were ſent in a Letter 
(by bis Siſter in Law ) direfed to a 
Friend in London. 


S 1 R, May 28. 1694. 

Humbly thank you for your laſt, which was a comfort 

to me. [I bleſs Gad my Spirit is very compoſed under 
this Tryal tbat the Lord has laid upon us, and well fatisfi- 
ed that God will provide for his Children, and alſo take 
care of his own Cauſe: What was of Man will certainly 
fall to theground, but what was of God will ſtaid. The . 
Faith of the Kingdom, and coming of Chriſt, was built 
upon the Word of God through the Spirit, bleſſed beGod, 
and tho Heaven and Earth paſs away, not One Tittle of the 
Word fhall. So that tho the Meſſenger of God be taken 
away,theFaith abides where it did (till. MyBrother declar- 
ed3 weeks before he {ickned, and many times after, over and 
over, That he had fully, and wholly declared the Meſſage 
that the Lord had ſear himupon to the world,and that the 
Dettiine of the Kingdom was quite finiſhed : He had no- 
| thing 
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thing more to deliver. The Lord, faid he,will take the matter 
into bis own Hands, and Viſibly execute and perform what 
he ſent me, as bis Meſſenger before his Face to declare. He 
alfo added, That be ſhould ſoon be parted from ws, for a lit- 
tle time, and that he ſhould quickly converſe with bis ſweet« 
eft Jeſus face to face, and be changed into bis Image. He 
atſo ſaid to me, and our Friends, I am the freer to 
diſcourſe with you to Night, now we are together, becauſe 
I have but a little, very little time to be with you. He 
alſo ſaid the ſame a few days after to the Society that was 
gathered here: And the laſt Lord's Day that he was at 
Church, being as well as many months before, for any 
thing we perceived, he told me that Evening to this ef- 
fe&t, That irwas impreſt upon him whilſt at Church,and more 
fince he came home, that God had now done with the Goſpel 
alſo in this place. And fo it has proved. The firſt Day 
that he was taken ill, being the 23 of the laſt month, 
this Scripture, he ſaid, was powerfully ſet home upon 
him, and conftantly during his ſickneſs, T hoy ſhalt this day 
be with me in Paradice. The firſt week of his illneſs hetald 
his ſiſter, that was going ſome Diſtance from him, That, 
bleſſed be God, he was much better but never ſo near death as 
now; but ſaid, when you hear of my Death, be not troubled, 
but Stand ſtill, and ſee the ſalvation of God. He con- 
ſtanily affirmed, 1 hat he was the Meſſenger ſent of God, 
and that the Work of the Lord would ſoon break out, and 
(Zod would Vindicate his own Cauſe Viſfibly. He alſo te- 
ſtified to the laſt, That he had ſeen the Lord in a Crim- 
ſon Robe, with great Majeſty, and Sweetneſs, and Beauty. 
There wasnothing ſpoke, as Reports ſay,nor ever any day 
prefixt by this Holy Man at all. After the 61: 2 or 3 days 
of his illneſs, he began to tell us how God had filled him 
with a ſenſe of his Loving Kindneſs. Such D-:grees of 
COm-

comfort -was ' poured. into, his ſoul , that -he. knew not 
ſcarce how: to contain it. ' His conſolation from God was 
ſo wonderful,that we queſtion whether ever Heaven was 
ſo gloriouſly begun apon any man on Earth before, as it 
was it him,for moſt part of his \Naels, and ti!l-rhe laſt ; for 
the laſt words he ſpaketo us were, how. he was filled with 
the loving kindneſs of God. And 1 delire God may have 
all the Glory for ever, We moſt of aslived in the expe- 
Qation of his Life till near the Laſt; Our eyes were as it 
werc holden,notwithſtanding what words wehad had from 
him. He had formerly ſaid, That thoſe that continued till 
Chrift came. ſhould be changed, but not by Death. And in his 
great Ilincfs, 3 quarters of a year ago, he ſaid, God had, 
through Grace, aſſured him, T hat he ſhould not die, but reco- 
wer, from 2 or 3 Scriptures that were powerfully ſet home up- 
on him: One was Pf. Thou ſhalt not die, but live, and de- 
clare the works of God, And Iſa.33.and 17, Mine eyes ſhall ſee 
the King in his beauty. And another, That he ſhould fee 
Chriſt here; which was performed tohim. And alſo, He 
had quite finiſhed the work, of the Lord) asit is in the Laſt of 
John, This ſaying was amongit the Rrethren, That that Diſci- 
ple ſhould not die; tho they had it not fo fromhim,but mi- 
ſtook; ſuch poer creatures God hath ſhewed us to be. I 
delire we may lie low; for no longer than God ſtands by 
us,but we ſhall err either on the one hand or op the other. 
The Compxny, moſt of them, continue here, faying, They 
ſaw their call clear ts come,, and till God fſhews it them 9 to 
go from hence, they think not to do it. They goon with Re- 
petition, Prayerand f@nging. What was moreperformed 
formerly here, was done ſolemnly tothe Lord, and not as 
Reports ſpeak. But I think not to enter upon vindicating 
him 8or others, believing that God will certainly do itzand 
1 doubt not butthe 4 years Miniſtry will be ſpread before 
all 
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all eyes, What bas been delivered is nighted, and when it 

is ſeen, none ſhall be able to ſay, that it is not founded. up- 

.0n the Scripture, or that the ſpirit of God was nat hir guide,or 
that they proceeded from a diſordered Brain; For bleſſed be 

God he never had one tittle of itin all his Lifez and I dare 

appeal toMiniſters and Profeflors,in that City, whether they 

do know what was delivered,and how proved from Scrip- 
ture by him here. They muſt anſwer, they know not. lt is 

true, the things were great we read of the myſteries of the 
Kingdom,and ſuch were thoſe that other Divines were not 
enlightned into themz They know there is Diverſities of 
gifts, and God gives ſpecial Grace to whom he pleaſeth 3 
None muft enjoyn God his way, nor appoint him who he 
ſhall ſend or teach : He hath taught ſuch, That zo fleſh ſhall 
glory in his fight. And what other Divines laid by inScri- 
pture, to be done before Chriſt's Coming, God cleared to 
him by his Spirit, was done 1nSpirit and Myſtery, and by 
his declared Decree, by a ſpecial meſſenger, and all things re- 
flored in a miniſterial wayz and ſo it has been ſaid, all things 
are done, and upon the Word and Honour of God. We 
have an unveiled Chriſt, but his coming is expeFed by ws, as 
the Scripture faith, as*Lightwing, This Dodtrine hath met 
with hard »ſage from the world; the Devil hath roared a- 
gainſt it,and the whole Nation hiſfs'd at it; the wicked have 
meaſured hard meaſure'to thernſelver,and the good people 
laid themſelves in that poſture, 'that free Grace ſhall be ever 
plorified in their'deliverance, was often the words of that 
Holy Man; And, the world was fo run dregs, and be i 
the very poſture it is nowin, When he comes, ſhall be find 
Faith? And they all ſumbered and ſlept, His Laſt Advice 
to ſpeCators, was, Go'bome and ſearch if you have Oyl ;n 
Jour'Lamps; The'timewat the very door that there will be yg 
- Conrage but Faith, no flrengthbut Chrift. You have timel;t- 
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the enough none to loſe : And for thoſe that bave an intereſt in 
Chri##, it is hightime for you to betrimming your Lamp:3for 
T have ſeen the V1 And,let this Land, which will be as So- 
dom, tremble; for it is not a ſmall thing that God came down. 
But it ts time to conclude, a great Pillar of the Goſpel is 
fallen, as any the Church had, for his Age. But we expect 
a moſt glorious iſſue of this ſegming Daxk Providence:Not 
that his Death is a ſtep backward. You conclude the Beau- 
ty will appear from the Providence, but I believe ozr 
Thoughts are not led to one and the ſamething. Pray accept 
my hearty ſervice, ec.

2. ) Again, it may be thou complaineſt that 
thou att often out of frame, of an uneven temper, ſometimes 
praying, and ſometimes finning ; But though thou art not 
always the ſame, yet God is always the ſame, and Jeſus 
Chriſt is the ſame, and theretore it is that we are not 
conſumed. Again, It may be thou thinkeſt thou ſhalr 
never be able to ſuffer for Chriſt , thy weak Nature 
ſhrinks, and trembles »t the Thoughts of it ; thouart a- 
fraid thou ſhalt rather deny thy Saytour, than thy Name, 
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thy liberty,.or thy Life. Why iris true, if thou ſhouldeſt be lefc 
to thy ſelF, ic wonld-beſo ; Burt God is faichful, and he will not. 
ſuffer thee to be tempted above what thou art able to bear, he 
wil not ſend thee inte the wood to fell an Oak with a penknife ; 
when he calls thee to the work that thou never did t, he will 
gtve thee the ſtrength that thou neyer hadſt. Again, it may be 
thou feareſt thou ſhalt fall away, thou fearcſt thou ſbalt never 
hold out to the end, bur ſhalt one day fall: But does not this 
tear of thine rather ſecure thee, than betray thee ? Does it noe 
quicken thee to duty, to watch, and pray, 8&c. tIt is 4 mercy it 
1t be ſuch a feat and trembling as thou art working our thy Sat- 
vation by.
